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Frank A. Gunther, W2ALS 


Mr. Frank A. Gunther, W2ALS, Executive Vice-President of Dynamics Corporation of 
America, and President of Radio Engineering Laboratories, was the quest speaker on 
the Twentieth Anniversary Dinner Meeting of QCKA, held Gctober 27, 1967, in the Gold 
Room of the Hotel Statler Hilton, New York City. 193 members and their guests, and 
wives attended this gala affair to honor our Charter Members who were the nucleus of 
members starting the QCWA in 1947. Fifty year awards were presented to the eligible 
members, and Charter plaques were presented to the charter mempers attending. sane 
speaker of the evening, Mr. Gunther, was well quaiified to speak about, “The 

Radio Amateur in tlational Defense". He stated, "As a devoted “Ham" for over 48 

years ( $tili find it exhilarating and stimulating to meet witn my amateur friends, 
not only because | enjoy tne good fellowship, bat alsa because | can understand 
their language and they can understand mine. There is no other hobby in the world 
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where the common bond is stronger." He continued, "....it wauld be senseless for me 
to review all the services which amateur radio has rendered to our nation and the 
world. Many better qualified than I have narrated the exploits of our fraternity in 
times of national disaster, in the developement of advanced radio equipment, in the 
cause of national defense and in assisting individuals in many parts of the world 
who find themselves in distress and require morale boost." Mr. Gunther then discu- 
ssed one of the principal segments of an Amateur's activity... that of the role of 
the Amateur in National Defense. He prefaced his remarks his remarks by reviewing 
the wave of anti-war criticism by certain unshorn, unshaven, unwashed, and unagpet- 
izing young people, and hoped unconvincina to the remainder of the population. He 
continued, that no one wants war, but if it does come to our country a citizen would 
Natuarlly defend it and its interest even at the risk of life. He said, “1 have been 
privileged to spend a lot of time with the military and 1] have met all their top 
leaders, especially in the field of communications. At this point [ want to say that 
{ never met 8 more devoted group of men, dedicated to your defense and mine.” He 
then taiked of his trip to Viet Mam to observe first nang the performance of radio 
equipment manufactured by the Radio Engineering Laboratories, and the problems con- 
fronting the communicators in that battle area. “What has this to do with Radio 
Amateurs" he asked, he then showed a film af Signal Corps communications in Viet Nam 
The fiim focused attention on the execrabie conditions to which radio equipment in 
the field is subjected. he spoke of the failures in such an environment. lie conti- 
nucd, "Now who makes these emergency repairs without benefit of spares or replace- 
ment parts? The men on the spot, and | am assured by many officers in the field 
thal more often than not, the solution is provided by men whe nave been radio 
amateurs. Their cxperic¢nce as hams, and their youthful interest in racio communi- 
cations has provided them a sixth sense which enables them to quickly Giagnose 

the problem fnavolved and to devise ingenious solutions to glace the equipment back 
on the air in a minimum of Lime. The radio amateur under these canditions, i$ 
usually far ahead in technical abitity than his buddy who has had only the benefit 
of training afforded by one of the Armed Forces Radic Schools, and tierefore lacks 
the extra "feel" or familtarity which-is pussessed by the nam operatar.... the terin 
for draftees in the army is two years and it takes eae year to train a man without 
experience. But nol so if he is a radio amateur, and he quickly becomes familiar 
with milftery equipment and its operation. Thus far longer field service is oblatned 
over a period of two years from the draftee radio amateur, who nad never had to 
spend so much time in training..., He continued, "Let us consider another case where 
the radio «amaleur has ochieved success. Take the situation where one of our flaval 
vessels is miles away from any supply base.....Space limitations on shipboard prev- 
ent stocking complete parts....despite rugged equipment, downtime may cccur due to 
battle damage, or other accidents... for effective operations radic equipment must 
be on the air as soon as possible... this may require rebuiiding...utilizing such 
parts as are available... the military readily concur that the finest “trouble 
shooters and jury riggers” are generally those officers and men who are radio 
Amateurs"... this speaks weli for the experience, knowledge and enthusiasm acquired 
by our young men who became amateur operators before they entered the military 
service.” Mr. Gunther then discussed the MARS program of the military services, and 
the establishment of stations to be operated within the bounds of national security. 
These stations provide important training to officers and enlisted men in radio com- 
munication equipment. Mr. Gunther then stressed the need of trained radio amateurs 
in the services. “This makes it incumbent upon us to encourage young amateurs to 
improve their technical capabilities and operationa] techniques. They must be urged 
to aspire to at least an Advanced Class license, preferably however, to strive 
further for the Extra Class License.” “In encouraging our youlh to become interested 
in Amateur Radio, he continued, "We not only give a definite assist to the military 
services, but their is some fallout as follows: 1 - creating an interest in our 
youth to follow an engineering or scientific career; 2 - augmenting the reservoir of 
Amateur Radio operators which is recognized as a national resource in Lime of civil 
emergency; 3 - by mere association, assisting our youth to become better Americans; 
4 - and above ali, indicating thet the QCWA is composed of Icyal Americans, not inf- 
luenced by small hard cores of subversive elements who prey upon and infiltrate into 
certain groups of our young people, as well as into uninformed and unrealistic 
feliow ‘citizens who devoutly expect an Utopian world which will never occur uniess 
basic human nature can be changed... and so far in this history of tne human race 
our Maker has not seen fit to do this. Z

This is 
mot because of membership but because being members indicates that they have heig 
an amateur license for twenty-five or more years ago, While the Extra Class 
license does not give many more operating privileges than the Advanced class 
license it as still a status symbol and a m@ans to acquire a two letter call sign. 
] hope that the majority of QCWA will now qualify for Extra Class licenses. The 
new call book now shows the class of operator license held by US Amateurs. it is 
gratifying Lo see the grow:.~ of our association, now over 4000 active members, 
and the added formation of new chapters.
